Future Of Our Schools 


made that the school sys- 
tem, just as any business 
that didn't get a rate hike 
over the past ten years, is 
going. broke. Escalating 
prices in everything from 
energy to chalk and unsuc- 
cessful attempts of the 
school system to convince 
voters to pass atax levy has 
put the school system in a 
life or death struggle. 

The last tax increase the 
voters awarded the schools 
was in 1968. In the last 
three years tax levies were 
put before the voters-and 
each levy was defeated. 

Now the school system's 
budget. forecasts the 
money running out some- 
time in mid-May. 

The system averted sure 
bankruptcy in 1978 when it 
borrowed 8.6 million dol- 
lars from the state, this 
combined with cuts of 
more than $14 million in 
1976 and 1977 and the 
layoff of 771 employees 
has enabled the system to 
survive. 

The fact that the system 
used up its only option to 
borrow state funds sum- 
marizes the grave condi- 
tion of today's schools 

The question voters will 
have to-ask themselves is. 
“Are you satisfied with the 
method of education in 
Columbus? And if not, are 
you dissatisfied enough 
with the system that you 
think a different system 
should be tried?

the facts indicate it is at best a silent majority 
indifferent to backing opinions with action. 
The survey also shows a yawning gap 
between the way whites and blacks perceive 
issues of concern to blacks.

For us blacks, the real 
meaning of President Car- 
ter's recent visit to Mexico 


,and his talks with President 


Jose Lopez Portillo could 
appear in the form of rv-tax- 
ation of our immigration 
leading to an 
increased flow of Mexicans 
into the U.S. If so, we 
blacks could be replaced 
within a.censys or two as 
America's.No. 1 minority. 


Not so incidentally, the’ 


U.S. robbed its neighbor 
South of the Botder ofall of 
its territory north of the Rio 
Grand, from Louisiana to 
the Pacific, including 
Texas and California 
nearly 150 ago. 

in fact, most Mexicans 
still equate President 
James K. Polk and his 
“manifest destiny" with 
Jesse James and his six- 
shooter, 

While some Americans 
have always felt guilty 
about our thievery, now 
that Mexico has found oil 
and gas, we feel even more 
guilty. This is what Carter 
was trying to express with 
his self-flageliating state- 
ment about “Montezuma’s 
revenge.” 

It's ironic that we blacks 
seem to be on the losing 
end again as we were in 
1831 when Mexico abol- 
ished slavery, but the 
southern whites, who had 
dragged us to Texas, led 
the Territory to secede in 
order to keep us in chains. 
Today, we blacks are in 
danger of losing out 
numerically. 

To understand more fully 
what population numbers 
and voting strength mean 
politically, take a took at 
how President Carte? has 
handed out some 1,200 
political plum  appoint- 
ments. Whites received 
over 1,000 of these; blacks. 
the No. 1 minority, about 
130; Hispanics, about 60; 
and Native Americans and 
Asians sharéd less than 20. 

Populationwise, we'll 
lose in 1980, if we duck and 
dodge when the census 
taker comes around, or if 
we neglect to return the 
forms.. We'll lose too, if we 
continue to stay at home on 
election day, instead of 
going to the polls. . 

And both we and the His- 
panics will lose, if we take 
the narrow path toward 
confrontation over the 
crumbs, instead of the 


nighway of cooperation 
toward full participation in 
the economic mainstream. 
Both we and the Hispanics 
have been used enough.

In 1970, . there were 
65,000 black-white 
marriages; since then, the 
number has risen to 


when freed slaves, John 
Brown Russwurm arid Rev. 
Samuel E. Cornish pub- 
lished Freedom .Journal, 
the first black newspaper. 
That was 37 years before 
the Emancipation Procia- 
mation, 1863. 

Between 1827 and 1861 
there were at least 40 black 
newspapers, After the Civil 
War, the-number.increased 
to some 575. This journalis- 
tic surge came on the heels 
of the growing number of 
educat blacks. Before 
the E.P. blacks were legally 
not permitted to learn from 
books, the Bible, which 
most of them could -not 
read, was excluded. Black 
newspapers have always 
played an important role in 
black life. During the years 
following the war ‘between 
the states, they devoted full 
space to the burning issues 
of that time. Thru. them 


‘blacks were kept informed 


about the latest laws and 
how they affected © their 
newly acquired freedom. 
As early as the 19th cen- 
tury, there was a need for a 
daily paper tor blacks. The 
first such which came into 
being was The Daily 
Creole, founded in New 


TOrleans in 1856 as the 


voice of the Creoles, or 
‘mixed bloods of that city. 
Behind this effort Dr. Louis 
C. Roudanez, a black phy- 
sician, established the New 
Orleans Tribune in 1864. 


Northward the  iilinois 
Cairo Gazette was born in 
1882. but died a fiery death 
when white racists torched 
and destroyed the paper's 
entire plant, The Columbus 
Georgia Messenger be- 
came the fourth Black daily 
published when it was “put 
to bed,” in'1887: Tuskegee 
graduate B.T. Harvey was 
the founder and publisher. 
These are just a few of the 
black pioneers of black 
media history. They did 
their thing under the most 
adverse conditions, 

ton —by— slavery, 
injustice and a‘ horrible 
bank-aching lack of cash.

Sears also documented ina 
very detailed way how the 
1964 Civil Rights Act -- 
which was really designed 
to include those tracition- 
ally excluded, the black 
and the brown specifically -- 
has’ been used in a 
perverted way to replace 
black men..with white 
women. They also took the 
federal government to task 
for its failure to consistent- 
ly and strongly enforce the 
law in such areas as 
housing and equal educa-- 
tional opportunity. All of 
these issues are corréct 
and in and of themseivés 
are valid concerns for all 


fairminded people. But 


Sears prayer for relief is too 
extreme for their legitimate 
concerns. The point. is, 
Sears has a:significant 
complaint which requires a

Question: Why do you’ 
think Sears filed such a 
lawsuit? 

Answer:” | really don't 
know. Motivation .is not 
always easy to determine. 
PUSH must be more 
concerned about the effect 
than the intentions. The 
intent may be benign, but 
the effect will be malignant. 
Even assuming the best of 
intentions, the thing that 
concerns.PUSH more and 
more is its potential effect, 
what the end result will, be 
regardiess .of motivation. 
This suit has tremendous 
polarizing potential. 
Already, Ronald Reagan, 
James J. Kilpatrick and 
other. right wing editoria- 
lists (and racists) all across 
the country have grabbed it 
and praised Sears for 
having the courage to take 
on the federal government. 
While many say it is an 
interesting document, 
many are questioning its 
legal validity. The New 
York Times has said that it 
is another Sears catalog, 
that it is too burdensome 
for the court as a legal writ. 
So, the judge may require 
Sears: to narrow their 
concerns and more sharply 
focus the case, but the 
social statement in the 
arena of public opinion and 
the political message will 
have already been accom- 
plished.

’ “The Fifteenth Amendment to 
fhe Constitution of the United 
States of America when ratified 
on March 30. 1870, in part read: 
“The right of citizens of the Uni- 
ted States to vote shall not be 
denied or abridged by'the United 
States or by any State on account 
of race, .color, or previous condi- 
tion of servitude... 

However, during the debates 
on proposal of the Amendment, 
several different versions were 

resented. Senator Charles 

umner of Massachusetts, . the

posed “version of the Fifteenth 
Amendment which would: have 
allowed suits to be brought in 
Federal District Courts against 
registers of voters “who willfully 
refuses to register the name or to 
receive, count, return or other- 
wise give the proper legal effect to 
the vote of any citizen under any 
pretence of race or color...” Such 
persons would have been fined 
no. less than $500. nor more than 
$4,000: Further, the registrar 
could have been imprisoned for 
not less than three months, nor

After quite a bit of debate and 
parliamentary jockeying, asimple 
amendment which was very gen- 
eraf-in-nature was drafted: The 
final form of the proposed Fif- 
teenth Amendment was accepted 
in the U.S. Senate by a vote of 39 
to 13, and in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. by a vote of 144 to 44 
with 35 members not voting. 

The effects of this amendment 
were. weakened when the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled against 
Congressional Acts that had been 
passed to buttress the Amend- 
ment. In 1876 in the case of Uni- 
ted States v. Reese, the Supreme 
Court ruled that the Fifteenth 
Amendment did not specifically 
convey suffrage rights on. black 
people, rather it only prevented 
discrimination when color ws the 
basis of that -digcrimination. 
Again, legalism was used to deny 
black people rights as American 
citizens., - 

With their legal cloaks of secur- 
ity gone; black voters were now 
set upon with chicanery and vio- 
lence and eventually completely 
disposed of as a factor to be reck- 
oned with when it came to the 
franchise. ‘ 
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A bill to restore the death penalty in Ohio 
mounted its. firét’ major hurdle towards 
becoming a law.of the state when the House 
passed it Feb. 27, but it will probably have to 
clear an even higher hurdle before it becomes 
an Ohio law. 

The proposal, H.B. 74, which won House 
approval by a vote of 62 to 36 (without a single 
black vote), has been agsigned to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. The Chairperson, 
Marigene Valiquette, (Toledo Democrat), has 
indicated that it may be sometime before she 
will set a hearing on the measure.
